2. For the period July 1969 to July 1970 the Agency (per OTR) sent 

23 officers to the Course. Of that number, 17 were Support Directorate Officers. 

3. Per Colonel White's memorandum (69-4482), dated 8 September 1969, 
emphasis for attendance at the NIS Course should focus on; new Station Chiefs 
and Deputies, Senior Case Officers, Support Chiefs and Deputies, Senior 
Training Officers, and Senior Intelligence Analysts. Other logical candidates 
are those "remaining in Headquarters in a key back-up position" to those cited 
above. The minimum grade level is GS-14 but appropriate GS-13 officers may 
attend. 


4. The usual procedure for selection is that each Office of the 
Directorate is provided with a calendar of the Course and sends their nominees 
directly to OTR. About one week before the Course, OTR calls us if no one has 
submitted nominees. We then, as the focal point for the Directorate, make 
individual calls to the component Training Officers of the Directorate. Obviously, 
the importance of the Coarse warrants a change in the procedure whereby the 
Offices route their nominations via this office so that we will be alert to any 

lack of candidates well in advance of the Course. In this regard, we recently 
convened a meeting of the component Training Officers (the summary of the 
Minutes of which will be the subject of a separate memorandum) at which, 
among other Agenda items, we discussed the need for a more uniform and 
early method of submitting Directorate nominees for those courses for which 
we have an advance calendar. 

5. The next running of the NIS Course is 2 - 20 November 1970. The 
Directorate will probably submit four to five candidates.

SUBJECT : National Interdepartmental Seminar 


1. On 18 September, Mr. Haugerud met with Under Secretary 
Johnson to discuss the future of the National Interdepartmental Seminar. 
Mr. Sollenberger was also present. 

2. Johnson came down very strongly on the side of the NIS. He 
wants not only to see the Seminar continued but also to give it an en- 
larged charter. In addition to the Underdeveloped world, for example, 
he wishes to have the Bureau of European Affairs included. 

3. Johnson believes that the NIS fills a vital need in furthering 
inter-agency understanding and coordination. He further believes 
that this need will become even greater with the decentralization that 
is now taking place, and being planned, within the government (e.g. , 
AID). 


4. With a view to defining the future role of the NIS, Johnson 
plans to establish an ad hoc group to examine the Seminar's present 
operation and to come up with recommendations for enlargement of 
its charter. He plans to set up this group on an interdepartmental 
basis.
